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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-9, 11-13, 15-18, 20-23, 27 and 29 are pending In the application. 
This action is in response to applicants' amendment filed February 2, 2009. Claims 
1, 2, 20-22, 27 and 29 have been amended and claims 10, 14 and 19 have been canceled. 

Response to Amendment 

Applicant's amendments filed February 2, 2009 have been fully considered with the 
following effect: 

1 . The applicants' amendments are sufficient to overcome the 35 U.S.C. § 1 1 2, first 
paragraph rejection labeled paragraph 1) in the last office action, which are hereby 
withdrawn. 

2. The applicants' amendments are sufficient to overcome the 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, first 
paragraph rejection labeled paragraph 2) in the last office action, which are hereby 
withdrawn.

None of the prior art of record or 
a search in the pertinent art area teaches the compounds, compositions, process of 
preparing and method of use of the compounds of formula (I) as claimed herein.
